London, May Id.—Tho most important 
. development* in the war nows is the 
Statement cabled from Gape Town an­ 
nouncing that the Boer delegate* had 
ad vis* id the Transvaalers to surrender if 
I defeated at tho Vaal. 
This remarkable 
| announcement is vouched for on good 
I authority, and evidently obtains more 
| credence at Capo Town than would a 
i mere rumor. The occupation of Glen- 
i coe was merely a logical sequel to Bul* 
I ler’s advance and the Boers’ retiring 
movement. 
As usual the Boort are reported to bo 
flying precipitately, but also a* usual, 
the account* adda, their transport* and 
guns were removed in safety, which, in 
itself, is a contradiction of any state­ 
ment made that tho Boers wero panic­ 
stricken. 
Nothing further has been heard from 
Mafeking, and it is reasonable to sup­ 
pose tho conditions there are unchanged. 
The prolongation of the siege only in­ 
tensifies Great Britain’s anxiety to hear 
of its relief. 
About UCO more troops have arrived 
at 
Beira, 
Portuguese 
East 
Africa. 
Among them is Lord Dunraven who ac­ 
companied the Dunraven sharpshooters 
as supernumerary eaptaiu on the balai- 
lion staff. 
The governor of Beira in the course of 
a speech at a dinner of the yeomanry 
said: 
“ Friends, as we always have been of 
England, we oould never have realized 
the magnificent unity of the Anglo 
Saxon race without such an object les 
son. 
Realizing this, Portugal not only 
congatulates her ancient ally but re 
joices with it as the strengthening of a 
friend is the strengthening of 
our 
selves.” 
Apparently Lord Roberts is still wait 
ing at Kroonsfcadt, preparatory to mak 
ing a swift movement on Vaal river. 
The war office posted the following 
dispatch from Buller, dated Dundee 
May 16: 
“ We occupied Glencoe yesterday. The 
Transvaalers have now evacuated Big- 
garsberg. 
Free Staters on Drakensburg 
are much reduced in numbers. Carolina, 
Lydenberg and Pretoria 
commandos 
trekked north from Hlatikulo on May 13 
and 14 with It guns which were en 
trained at Glencoe. 
The last train with 
ambulance left there at dawn May 15. 
This result has been largely produced 
by action of the Fifth division which 
during the last few days has done 
great deal of very hard work—marching, 
mountain climbing and road making 
Trains are now running to Weasels 
Station.” 
# 
The war office posts the following from 
General Roberts under date of Kroon- 
stadt, May 15: 
“Two officers and six men of Prince 
Alfred’s guard’s, while out foragingyes- 
terday a few miles from Kroonstadt, 
visited a farm flying a white flag the 
owner of which surrendered himself 
with arras and ammunition. 
They then 
approached another farm flying a white 
flag. 
When within 40 yards of tho en­ 
closure, they were fired upon by 15 or 16 
Boers concealed behind the farm wall. 
Two of the men were killed, Lieutenant 
F. B. Walton wounded and Lieutenant 
W. Beverton and two noncommissioned 
officers taken prisener. 
Owner of farm 
states that the Boers threatened to shoot 
him when be protested against their 
making improper use of white flag.”

Lorenzo Marques, May 16.—A Portu­ 
guese official dispatch says an encounter 
has occurred at Mafeking and the Boers 
have been repulsed with heavy loss.

Only by unofficial 
means has it become known to the offi­ 
cials that the deli'gate* would reach here 
within three days and that a public 
demonstration is being arranged ip their 
honor at one of the theaters for Sunday 
night. 
It is assumed that, if any effort 
is made to introduce the Boer delegates 
officially, this will be conducted by 
Mantagu White, who preceded them as 
an unofficial representative of the Boer 
republics, or perhaps by Charles E. 
Pierce, who, as consul general of the 
Orange Free State in New York, is the 
only person to whom the United States 
government has yet extended any offi­ 
cial recognition as a representative of 
the Boer republics.
